Kay Bement for secre- 
tary and Bob Tannenbaum for treas- 
urer were the _ only officers elected 
yesterday. 

There will be a vice-presidency re- 
vote also Tom Flippen, with 71, and 
Ray Hoar, with 57, these two standing 
above George Curtis, who polled 53.

In stepping 
out into the unknown and untried systems and movements, it 
would be well to sift them down and find out whether or not 
they are the result of an open mind or are predicted by here- 
ditary beliefs, envirement, crowd psychology or mass persua- 
sion, or the theatre idol. 


It would be well for every student to pattern his decision 
after the sane formula of Sir Francis Bacon and carry this free- 
dom of thought into colege work and creer. People are 
awakening to the fact that their economic problems cannot be 
solved by anything other than an open-minded diagnosis of 
the various ailments troubling peoples of the world, and the 
time is ripe for those with clear and sane judgment to come 
forth and lead the masss into better living.
